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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art of record does not anticipate or render 
obvious the claimed process for the preparation of 1,3-dihalo- 
substituted benzene derivatives of the formula (II) . The 
closest prior art process is disclosed in Lock. The process 
disclosed therein differs from the claimed process in that the 
alkaline medium and the 2 , 6-dihalo-substituted benzaldehyde are 
added at the same time instead of separately. The reference 
provides no motivation to modify the process disclosed therein 
to arrive at the claimed process. In addition, the comparative 
data on pages 6 and 7 of the specification shows that the 
claimed process gives better yield that the Lock process.
